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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603- 
271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 


www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season started in early April with the first reported fire on April 7th. April, which is the traditional start to our spring fire 
season, began very dry with unseasonably dry conditions continuing through the entire month. This dry pattern continued through the 
first half of May. 80% of our reported fires this season occurred during this six week period. The largest fire was 24 acres, occurring in 
the town of Tamworth. From mid May through early September, above average rainfall kept our total acreage burned statewide at 72 
acres. This is the smallest amount of acreage burned statewide in several years. Late August through late September though brought a 
dry trend to northern areas, resulting in several deep-burning remote fires. Our fire danger days correlated well with the days that there 
were fires actually reported. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on Class III or higher fire danger days. 
Our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels 
intermix. Several of the fires during the 2014 season threatened structures, and a few structures were burned, a constant reminder that 
forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. 
Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your 
home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www. firewise.org. Please 
help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

TOWN REPORT FOR 2014 


This was my first full year as the Roxbury Police Chief and found the year to be very rewarding 
and challenging. The winter months proved to be busy with the many snow storms and call 
outs due to car accidents and residential burglar alarms. While on patrol and being present at 
the Selectmen’s meeting, | have met numerous town residents and look forward to meeting 
more this year. During my twenty year career in law enforcement I’m a big believer in 
Community Policing. 


This past year | focused on regular patrol shifts on the weekends which tend to be the busiest. 
Having better knowledge of the schedule and the budget, I’m confident more patrol shifts will 
be filled during the summer and fall. The Otter Brook Dam patrols were covered with funding 
provided by the Army Corps of Engineer. In addition regular patrols covered Babbage Dam, 
Otter Brook Dam, Woodward Pond Dam and several class VI roads. Extra patrol shifts were 
assigned to the Granite Gorge Ski area during special events and regular weekend hours. 


Overall the number of calls for service were up in 2014. | also noted an increase in motor 
vehicle crashes, thefts and citations being issued. It is important to report any crime or 
suspicious activity without delay. The faster Cheshire County Dispatch is aware of a problem 
the quicker a Roxbury Officer or mutual aid agency can be dispatched. For fiscal year 2016, I’ve 
applied for a grant from the NH Highway Safety Agency to enforce speeding and distracted 
driver laws. 


The Roxbury Officers work different shifts, which allows more coverage to handle calls during 
the day and night. As Chief, I’m on call for most of this time frame. To contact an officer 
during an emergency call911. For non-emergencies dial Cheshire County Dispatch at 355- 
2000. If a Roxbury Officer is unavailable the dispatch center will contact the NH State Police 
Troop C or the Cheshire County Sheriff's office. The Roxbury Police Department will complete 
a follow up after an incident occurs in town.

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Report of the Trustees of Trust Funds 


2014 


Each year the Trustees strive to share an interesting story of town history along with 
their annual report. This year we have chosen Josiah Woodward. Josiah now rests peacefully 
between his two wives in Roxbury cemetery. 


Josiah moved to Roxbury from Worcester, MA in 1800 and spent the rest of his life here. 
He built his cabin near the outlet of Woodward Pond. It’s hard to imagine what the pond must 
have looked like before the dam was built. He built the first dam on Woodward Pond between 
1805 and 1806. He then constructed a waterwheel at the outflow to power the first grist mill 
in town. He also harnessed the water power to run the first saw mill in town. 


He married Keziah Cloister in 1800 and had four sons and one daughter by her. She died 
in 1810 at age 35. He later married Sally Wakefield and had four sons and one daughter by her. 
Sally lived to age 78. She passed in 1864. Josiah lived to be 81 and died in 1848. One of his 
sons, Josiah M. Woodward continued to operate the water powered grist mill, saw mill and 
bolting mill after his death. Bolting was a simple way that millers used to lighten flour for 
generations, it is simply sifting flour through a cloth or a screen to hold back portions of bran. 


The son sold the mill in 1856. Ownership of the property changed several times in the 
following years until the water rights were sold to the City Of Keene in 1886 and the mill was 
torn down.
